Scene.  Sea  coast  in  Norway.  Fisher  maidens  discovered  singing  Farewell  Chorus 
to  the  departed  Fishermen,  and  at  conclusion  are  disturbed  and  alarmed  by  entrance 
of  Storm  Fiend  who  is  disguised  as  an  old  woman,  and  who  warns  and  threatens 
them  with  storm  and  disaster. 

Dismay  of  Thyra  whose  lover  is  on  the  sea,  but  she  is  cheered  by  Gunhild  and  the 
others  and  all  join  in  song  and  dance;  at  conclusion  they  are  joined  by  two  Fisher 
boys  (or  chorus  of  children)  who  have  a  song  and  dance  leading  to  a  dance  and  exit  for 


Storm  fiend,  Blodra,  enters  and  calls  upon  spirits  of  storm  to  come  to  her,  but  she 
is  thwarted  by  the  two  good  spirits  Angela  and  Lucida  and  compelled  for  a  time 
to  retreat. 

Fisher  girls  return  and  Thyra  sings  Siesta  song  when  they  all  sleep,  but  are  a- 
gain  disturbed  by  Blodra.  Thyra  wakes  with  a  scream  and  recounts  a  terrifying 
dream  she  has  had  of  storm  and  shipwreck,  Gunhild  laughs  at  her  fears  and  sug- 
gests a  rehearsal  of  the  coming  festivities  for  Thyra's  and  Einar's  wedding,  to  which 
all  agree. 

A  bridal  chorus  is  interrupted  by  a  loud  peal  of  thunder,  and  storm  bursts  upon 
the  girls  who  run  in-doors.  Enter  Blodra  triumphant,  calling  down  disaster  on 
the  hapless  fishermen.  An  evening  hymn  is  heard  in  the  distance  sung  by  villagers 
praying  for  their  dear  ones'  safety,  but  upon  hearing  a  signal  of  distress  at  sea  the 
Girls  rush  to  the  shore  and  descry  Einar's  vessel  struggling  in  the  breakers.  Thyra 
faints,  all  give  up  hope,  when  the  voices  of  good  spirits  are  heard  singing  of  the 
fishermen's  safety. 

Good  Spirits  enter  driving  Blodra  before  them  who  is  making  a  last  effort.  Storm 
clears  off,- the  sun  breaks  forth  and  all  ends  with  a  chorus  of  thanksgiving  and  rejoicing.
